TO THE TOWN SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 
Gentlemen:— 


I herewith submit to you the Tenth Annual Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools. 

The public schools of the Town of Plainfield have been in 
session regularly during the allotted time for the school year of 
1914-1915, no marked interruptions occurring through epidemics 
or protracted periods of inclement weather. The work ac- 
complished has been equal in quality and quantity to that ot 
previous years. The regular work has been carefully attended to 
and advance has been made along special lines. 

In Plainfield material for a model store has been supplied 
through the Model Stores Equipment Company of New York 
without expense to the town, and this material has been util- 
ized in a practical way in the teaching of arithmetic, business 
transactions and problems of production and distribution of the 
common articles of trade and the necessities of life. 

In Central Village the teachers have made beginnings in 
folk-dancing and systematized play and in May gave a very suc- 
cessful exhibition of what has been accomplished along these 
lines. 

At the ‘Green Hollow school, the teacher, Miss LiHeureux, has 
done simple but practical work in sewing, the rudiments of 
domestic science and agriculture as well as giving instruction 
in folk-dancing and systematized play at the recess and noon 


intermissions. 
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These are all simple and very elementary beginnings, but 
they are along the lines of practical and useful education which 
is demanded by present day conditions and is being taught ir 
the best school systems throughout the country, The results, 
even in so slight beginnings are very evident. During the com- 
ing year, with the assistance and co-operation of our whole teach- 


ing force, we may be able to plan and carry forward these be-— 


ginnings to more complete courses. This is especially the case 
with the teaching of agriculture in the rural schools. Very 
practical and valuable work may be done in seed-testing, crop 
and soil study, study of climatic conditions, selection processes 
in seeds and animals, milk testing, etc. This work will be val- 
uable not only in itseif but it will react favorably upon the 
other work of the school and create a new interest and enthusi- 
asm for the school as an institution. 

Our teachers have faithfully performed their duties during 


the past year and many have made progress beyond routine. 


limits. Meetings were held at intervals during the Fall and 
Winter Terms for the discussion of the work in the various 
grades and in November and December a thorough study was 
made of pupils below grade in order to ascertain the cause of 
such backwardness and to remedy the conditions by dealing 
with individual cases. This problem is a serious one in every 
system of considerable size and demands special attention from 
all school and city authorities. Individual child study and in- 


dividual help are necessary to successfully deal with this problem, 


The special teacher with a smal] number of pupils employing all 
educational means at her command, has been very successful in 
many instances. Tiwo years ago we employed this method suc- 
cessfully in Plainfield and should have continued the room then 
established but for the overcrowded conditions and the read- 
justments consequent thereon. 

This year we have studied individual cases and the room 
teachers have devoted much time outside the regular school 
hours to the aiding of puvils who were below grade. 

The statistics for the year are given in detail in the sta- 
tistical table aecompanying this report. A recapitulation here 
may call attention to the more important facts. 

There were 1670 children between the ages of foUr and six- 


teen enumerated in September, 1914. This was a gain of 20 over 


the previous year. There were registered in the public schools 
during the year 1258 pupils, but 223 were registered in more than 
one school, ieaving a net registration of 1035. This large dupli- 
cation was due to changes made necessary by congestion in 
lower grades, especially in Plainfield. This net registration is 
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285 less than in the previous year, but there were registered in 
the parochial schools 632, as against 187 the previous year. Hence 
the net registration of pupils in all schools shows a gain of 160. 
This is remarkable considering the small net gain in enumeration. 

Average membership in the public schools was 855.2; average 
attendance was $10.9, and per cent. of average attendance te 
average membership was .942. This is a gain of .023 over the 
previous year. This improvement in attendance has resulted in 
better work and more efficient instruction. 

The cost per pupil, based on average attendance, decreased 
from $29.61 to $28.81 and based on registration from $25.60 to 
D220 be 

The addition of the upper ners to the brick building in 


Plainfield provided four extra rooms. This did away with the 


school in Union Hall and two rooms in the Academy, but con- 
tinued the use of the portable building, It is probable that one 
and possibly both rooms in the upper story of the Academy 
building will have to be reaccupied this year as the attendance 
in Plainfield is increasing steadily. The lower rooms in the 
brick building have been full all the year and as pupils dropped 
out from the upper grades iransfers nave been made to relieve 
the congestion in the primary grades. Should it become nec- 
essary to open the rooms in the Academy it will necessitate 
sending from thirty to fifty pupils from the brick schoo] to the 
Academy. 

HIGH SCHOOL. 

Plainfield High School should be considered by every parent 
and taxpayer in the Town. It has been established ten years 
and its growth has been steady. It is a successful school. It has 
made a reputation which is not confined to the borders of the 
State. Ten years ago it was started with thirty pupils in one 
room. The next year an addition to the Central building was 
completed and the school began to grow. Today, by utilizing 
every available inch of space in the main study room, and the 
small room adjoining, 91 pupils can be seated, but the rooms 
can comfortably accommodate but 78. We have registered dur- 


ing the year 101, and our average membership has been 93. 


Our laboratories in tne basement can accommodate classes 


of ten or twelve. We have had classes of 25. The same pro- 


portion holds for our other recitation rooms. 
In spite of these adverse conditions the standard of the 


school has been maintained by unceasing effort on the part of 
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both pupils and teachers. It cannot be maintained indefinitely 
under like circumstances. The most conservative estimate 
places our registration for the coming year at 104. It will 
probably be considerably more. : 
Not only will it be difficuit to maintain our standard, but 
unless we have more room we cannot do the work which is likely 


to be required of us by the State. We have needed additional - 


room for the past three years, Now the need is not only imper- 
ative but absolute. We should have a new building, not simply 
for increased numbers, but to house our equipment properly, to 
introduce and develop new courses and to serve the great major- 
ity of our students. Our present courses can be maintained, but 
courses are needed, and may soon be demanded, which shall be 
of practical benefit to the large majority of pupils who finish 
schooling with the completion of the four years in high school. 
The demand for a readjustment and practicalization of high 


school work throughout the country is becoming more insistent | 


every year. 

It is evident that a closer inspection of High Schools is to 
be maintained by the State authorities. A proposition has already 
been made that the number and powers of the high school in- 
spectors be increased and that a definite standard of classifi- 
cation be set up, the following being suggested as a tentative 
outline: 

Inspectors may be required to note and render reports on 


1, enrollment; 2, number of teachers; 3, professional qualifica- 


tions of teachers as regards years of experience and pedagogic 
preparation; 4, salaries of teachers; 5, the number and length 
of periods assigned to teachers; 6, the system of supervision; 7, 
the length of tne school year; 8, the number and length of reci- 
tation periods and laboratory periods; 9, the courses of study 
and the method of selection by individuals; 10, the number of 
units required for graduation; 11, the system of marking ana 
rating; 12, the character of the huilding and equipment; 13, the 
number of seatings per room. 

The approval of a school along these lines would be nec- 
essary to secure the State Grant and permission for pupils from 
other towns to attend, as. well as for admission to academic and 
scientific colleges. Should such a scheme be carried out, Plain- 


field High School wou!d doubtless be rated efficient in afl but: 


two or three particulars. Our difficulties would lie in the number 
and length of periods assigned to a teacher, the number and 
length of laboratory periods. the lack of certain courses in our 
curriculum, the character of the building and the crowded con- 
ditions. 


e 
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During the past year our teachers have taught six periods 
per day for five days in the week and have had conference peri- 
ods one or two hours each afternoon. Our laboratory classes 
have been too large to be accommodated in the laboratories at 
one time and this condition has necessitated a large amount of 
work out cf school hours and a certain amount of work not 
under the direct supervision of the teacher. Because every 
teacher hes taught full Gays we could not divide classes that 
were too cumbersome to be handled as a whole successfully. 
We-could not conduct two courses in history and one in mathe- 
matics which were scheduled but which were not absolutely re- 
quired. ( 

This state of affairs has been brought about partly becausé 
every course is scheduled for five hours a week, a schedule prac- 
tically required by the State Board of Education and by col- 
leges.. This schedule is excellent but it presupposes a larger 
teaching force than we now have. While our classes were small 
and we could ‘“double-up”’ on subjects, the present number of 
teachers was adequate, Now it is important that we should be 
able to divide our freshman class into two divisions and that we 
should teach Junior and Senior classes ag separate units in 
physics, chemistry, history and German. This is impossible with 
the present number of instructers. 

Again great difficulty has been found in the past two years 
in arranging a suitable time schedule which will allow pupils 
who have failed in one or more subjects to repeat those sub- 
jects the following year, a course essentially necessary. 

Our English work has always been above the average, but 
with the increasing size of the classes and the additional work 
in other lines devolving upon all, it has been practically impos- 
sible during the past year to give the drill in declamation and 
oral work given in other years. The great amount of work 
which devolves upon the English teacher in correction of themes 
and composition and the personal conferences necessary, together 
with the fact that this teacher also conducts one class in history 
is proof conclusive that she can do no more than she is already 
doing. 

It is, of course, impossible that we should have a new build- 
ing this year, but if it could be arranged to give the high school 
one additional room and one more teacher, the situation would 
be greatly improved. This seems essential to the continuea 
success of the school. 

The need for a new building for the high school should bé 
brought to the attention of the voters of the town and such ac- 


tion taken as will best serve the interests of all. To delay con- 
sideration of this question much longer is to lose ground already 
gained. Certainly Plainfield should have as good educational ad- 
vantages as any town of its size in the State. Good schools can 
never be disadvantageous tec any community. Plainfield has had, 
and has to-day, good schools. We should all work together to 
keep the standard as high in the future. We must make progress 
in keeping with that made by other communities and keep 
abreast of the times with the same conservative and rational 
judgment that has made for efficiency and honor in the past,
